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1 . The remarks filed 14 June 2005 allege, as understood, that the currently pending claims 
require that each output signal be a function of at least two digital values corresponding to light 
received by two photosensitive elements, and that the Gilby reference fails to teach of suggest 
this. However, Gilby teaches that a "group of 7 or 8 pixels receives light corresponding to one 
channel" (col. 7, Ins. 50-51; this is illustrated in figure 5 of Gilby), and that "signals from pixels 
corresponding to the same separation or reference channel will be combined to improve the 
signal-to-noise ratio of the analytical measurement" (col. 8, Ins. 9-11). Thus Gilby does teach the 
combination of at least two values from two photosensitve elements as claimed. Gilby shows an 
A/D converter (20), so the combined values are digital values, as claimed.
